Please allow one of many Lutheran 
servicemen presently on duty in Japan 
to express his gratitude to the Lutheran 
Chaplains’ Corps and Synod’s Armed 
Services Commission. The help they are 
rendering, both here and around the 
globe —on land and sea and in the 
air —is much appreciated. 

I never realized the importance of 
our chaplains’ work until I was called 
into service myself a few months ago. 

I first came into contact with a Lu- 
theran chaplain, Rev. Arthur Lossner, 
while in basic training at Fort Carson, 
Colo. Then, on the voyage over, in March 
of this year, seven of us Lutherans 
(fresh out of M.P. school at Camp Gor- 
don, Ga.) met Chaplain Robert Foelber 
aboard the USNS Frederick Funston. We 
were much impressed with his work, not 
only on behalf of us servicemen, but 
among the passengers as well. 

Each morning he held a devotional 
service for the passengers and troops, 
which was well attended. There was 
Sunday school every Sunday morning for 
the children, and, of course, divine wor- 
ship for the adults. I shall never forget 
the first service I attended on the deep, 
wide Pacific, which closed with that most 
impressive hymn “Eternal Father, Strong 
to Save.” When the waves rolled high at 
times, there was more than one who 
took comfort in the refrain “Oh, hear us 
when we cry to Thee For those in peril 
on the sea!” 

Chaplain Foelber had a print of the 
film Martin Luther on the ship, too, and 
this was well received by the capacity 
audience which viewed it. All this is 
fine missionary work, which cannot be 
discounted no matter how much the 
critics rave. 

Here in Yokohama we have Lutheran 
services each Tuesday evening, thanks to 
Rev. Wayne Daubenspeck, a former chap- 
lain who after his retirement went to 
work over here as a service pastor. He 
serves the congregation of about twenty 
here in Yokohama and the Lutheran 
Service Center at Yokosuka. He has the 
heartfelt admiration of all of us here, 
believe me... 

My hat is off to these men who en- 
dure the hardships they have to in order 
to do this fine work. Why any synod 
should want to discontinue this work on 
the grounds that it is contrary to God’s 
will, I cannot understand. ...

By ERNEST B. KOENKER 


rofessor of Religion 
Valparaiso University 


hen a Lutheran pastor opens 

his diary depicting his labors 

and ministry as a prisoner of 
var in Russia, we might expect to 
md many things of interest. In Un- 
villing Journey Helmut Gollwitzer 
ells of five grievous years: he sees 
1e laziness, the hardness, the lack of 
nitiative adopted by his fellow un- 
ortunates. They do only what they 
re told. In nothing else does this 
ome out more pointedly than in 
ttendance at divine worship. He 
yrites: “The Roman Catholic Church, 
1 its insistence on church attendance 
s a definite rule, has understood 
etter than the Protestant churches 
at the laziness of the average man 
.eeds a little helping push. By leav- 
ag everything to voluntary choice, 
ye leave a man a prey to his own 
adolence and so he misses the effec- 
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tive help that the church service 
could give him.” For these prisoners 
Sunday became essentially no differ- 
ent from any other day: its peace and 
joy were given no opportunity to raise 
their sodden lives. But were these 
undernourished German slaves so 
different in their approach to Sunday 
from many among us? 


Change in Sunday Observances 


Something is happening to the ob- 
servance of Sunday in our country. 
Sabbath laws for the protection of the 
Lord’s Day are still in effect in a ma- 
jority of states. However, buying and 
selling continue in many urban cen- 
ters on a more impressive scale than 
on weekdays. Longer weekends and 
changing recreational habits lure 
more people to the roads than ever 
before. An annual membership in- 
crease of 4.4% in our congregations 
brings ever more people with un- 
formed or competing Sunday habits. 

Or we may see the situation more 
clearly from another direction. What 
has happened to our parents’ or 
grandparents’ customs of preparing 
for Sunday by Saturday cleaning, 
baking, and even devotional prepara- 
tion? What of their strict insistence 
on absolute faithfulness in church at- 
tendance? What of their efforts to 
make this a real day of rest, except 
for the necessary tasks or exceptional 
crop problems? 


p Your Hearts 


At this point a reader may suspect 
Old Testament legalism, Roman Cath- 
olic canon law, or John Calvin’s stern 
return to the Jewish Sabbath. None 
of these is in question. What is in- 
volved is the hearing of the Word and 
worthy commemoration of our Lord’s 
resurrection. We remember, on the 
one hand, “Let no man therefore 
judge you in meat, or in drink, or in 
respect of an holyday, or of the new 
moon, or of the Sabbath days” (Col. 
2:16). On the other hand, we know 
how faithfully the Apostles and early 
Christians observed the first day of 
the week in preaching and breaking 
bread (Acts 20:7) and in giving to 
the Lord (1 Cor. 16:2). We have the 
admonition: “Not forsaking the as- 
sembling of ourselves together, as the 
manner of some is” (Heb. 10:25). 


A Little Easter 


For our Christian forefathers each 
Sunday was a little Easter. It was a 
day of particular joy and gladness. 
On it they remembered our Lord’s 
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life-giving resurrection, the pledge of 
their own. They received the spiritual 
nourishment in the preached and sac- 
ramental Word, without which, as one 
of them said, they could not live. 
In song and prayer they lifted up 
their hearts to God, because He had 
“visited and redeemed His people.” 
No, keeping the Sunday is def- 
initely not a legalistic matter. The 
Sabbath of the Old Testament with 
all its restrictions does not bind us. 
It is rather a making new. and 
strengthening of that inner, spiritual 
life that is “hid with Christ in God” 
(Col. 3:3). St. Athanasius wrote: 
“Thus Sunday does not belong to 
everyone, but solely to those who are 
dead to sin and who live for God.” 
The Lord’s Day is a periodic return 
to the sources of our redemption; we 
receive again the wonderful promises 
of God and are bound into a closer 
relationship with our Savior. 


Corporate Worship 


But more must be said of the 
meaning of this day in the life of 
Christians. It is not spent in solitude, 
except for ailing or aged members for 
whom the whole congregation prays. 
It is the occasion for corporate wor- 
ship of His entire body in “the Lord’s 
house.” This church, from kyriake, 
meaning “house of the Kyrios,”’ the 
risen Savior, reminds us of our com- 
mon citizenship in the heavenly Jeru- 
salem, our real home. Here we share 
the Christ life, mutually strengthen 
one another, and intercede for one 
another. Particularly on Sundays, in 
the worshiping congregation, we real- 
ize that we are “members one of an- 
other.” 


Day of Joy 


Observance of Sunday is neither 
a waste of time nor a somber affair. 
It is our blessed opportunity to 
“sladly hear and learn His Word.” 
As such its note should be one of 
reverent joy. This is expressed in the 
admonition “Lift up your hearts.” 
The note of the Easter Gradual runs 
through all the Sundays of the church 
year: “This is the day which the Lord 
hath made; we will rejoice and be 
glad in it.” Many of our hymns em- 
phasize its festive character: 


O day of rest and gladness, 
O day of joy and light, 
O balm of care and sadness, 
Most beautiful, most bright, 
On Thee the high and lowly 
Before th’ eternal throne 
Sing, “Holy, holy, holy,” 
To the great Three in One. 


In God’s economy He _ wisely 
planned that man should enjoy a 
periodic occasion for spiritual re- 
freshment. It serves our spiritual 
welfare if, in the face of competing 
demands, we “sanctify Sunday.”

Parish Schools 


substantial growth in Synod’s 
school system is overshadowed 
by the fact that in 1954 only 
32.2% of our school-age children were 
attending our parish schools, the 
Board for Parish Education notes. 
The need for parish school teachers 
continues to grow rather than lessen. 
Synod is “not yet furnishing 50% of 
the annual need; in fact, it is not 
even supplying enough teachers to 
replace the annual loss.” The Board 
therefore recommends an _ intensive 
teacher-recruitment program, the ex- 
pansion of existing teacher-training 
facilities, and the establishment of 
a third teachers college. 


Sunday Schools 


The rapid growth in Synod’s 4,800 
Sunday schools, “approaching the 
700,000-mark” in enrollment, and the 
mounting number of untrained Sun- 
day school workers impelled the 
Board for Parish Education to pre- 
pare a synodical standard for meas- 
uring Sunday schools. 

For the achievement of higher 
Sunday school standards throughout 
Synod the Board recommends for 
consideration the calling of a general 
Sunday School Secretary, whose chief 
responsibility would be the develop- 
ment of better leaders for our Sunday 
schools through training institutes, 
conferences, conventions, etc. 


Bible Study 


The Board for Parish Education 
calls upon all pastors, teachers, and 
congregational officers to help create 
“= more favorable climate” for Bible 
study. Even though “we now have 
about 14% of our communicants en- 
rolled” in Bible classes, the gain from 
1953 to 1954 was less than 6,000, and 
there was “no actual gain in per- 
centage.” : 


Released-Time Instruction 


“As Christian citizens we must 
have a deep concern for the moral and 
spiritual welfare of all the children 
and youth attending public schools 
and high schools,” the Board for Par- 
ish Education states. It calls atten- 
tion to the U.S. Supreme Court opin- 
ion (Zorach v. Clauson) to remind 
members of Synod that “as far as the 
Constitution is concerned, released- 
time classes are legal and therefore 
unobjectionable so long as classes are 
not held on public school premises.” 
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Revised Standard Version 


The Committee on English Bible 
Versions recommends that a definitive 
evaluation of the RSV be reserved 
until the new edition appears in 1962 
and that Synod continue to be guided 
by the principles adopted in 1953: 
a. “That Synod reaffirm its principle 
that the original texts of the Scrip- 
tures constitute the authority for its 
doctrine.” b. “That Synod in con- 
formity with its previous practice re- 
frain from adopting any version as its 
official Scripture.” c. “That new ver- 
sions be used with proper caution and 
safeguards.” 


Mentally Retarded Children 


Estimating that there are “some 
63,000 mentally retarded persons in 
our own Synod,” the Board for Parish 
Education recommends that Districts 
take cognizance of the problem and 
that congregations be encouraged to 
“identify the mentally retarded chil- 
dren in their midst, make the spiritual 
nurture of these children a _ special 
concern, and provide the necessary 
help for the parents of such children.” 


Full-Time Bible Institute 


The St. Louis Lutheran Bible In- 
stitute proposes the establishment of 
a full-time synodical Bible institute 
or lay-training school to train laymen 
for part- or full-time church work 
(missionary calling, directing youth 
work, managing a church office, de- 
veloping a Sunday school). “The pro- 
duction of trained lay workers,” states 
the St. Louis proposal, “would permit 
the busy pastor of today to concen- 
trate on his chief work: teaching, 
preaching, counseling, soul winning, 
and soul keeping.” 


Young People’s Work 


The Board for Young People’s 
Work reports that in co-operation 
with the Walther League staff and 
executive board it has “grappled with 
the problems” of youth work and has 
“met with many blessings.” Because 
the Youth Survey Report shows that 
only about 18% of Synod’s congrega- 
tions have youth committees, the 
Board urges that congregations “take 
an active part in youth work, support 
it financially as needed, provide youth 
committees and adult counselors, and 
conduct an annual youth consecration 
service.” 

The Board asks Synod to recom- 
mend that the Fiscal Conference sup- 
ply “necessary funds to include more 
about youth and the youth program 
in the LuTHERAN WITNESS.”

Synodical Conference 


The convention will have before 
it the action of the 38th Regular Con- 
vention of the Norwegian Synod of 
the American Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, adopted June 24, 1955, de- 
claring the suspension of its relations 
with the Missouri Synod. 

A communication from the Ev. 
Lutheran Joint Synod of Wisconsin 
and Other States brings the synod’s 
resolution calling for a recessed ses- 
sion in 1956 to take final action on the 
decision to terminate fellowship with 
the Missouri Synod. 

A memorial asks the convention 
to reserve ample time in the general 
sessions to hear and review the rep- 
resentations of our sister synods. 


“Common Confession” 


Synod’s Committee on Doctrinal 
Unity recommends adoption of The 
Common Confession, Part II, as a 
statement of doctrine and as a guide 
for practice in harmony with the 
Sacred Scriptures and the Lutheran 
Confessions and that The Common 
Confession, Parts I and II, be retained 
as a significant historic document. 

Several memorials ask the con- 
vention to “void” or “withdraw” or 
“reject” The Common Confession. 


Lutheran World Federation 


The committee appointed by the 
Praesidium of Synod to make recom- 
mendations with respect to the invi- 
tation to membership in the Lutheran 
World Federation advises Synod to 
decline, primarily because member- 
ship in the LWF would conflict with 
Synod’s stand on church fellowship. 

Various memorials call upon 
Synod to accept the Committee’s re- 
port; to table its report and to elect 
a new committee for a restudy of 
the invitation; to reject the Commit- 
tee’s report; and to join the LWF. 


Financial Matters 


The Report of the Department of 
Stewardship, Missionary Education, 
and Promotion points out that the 
average needed to meet Synod’s 
budget in 1955 was $6.50 per com- 
municant and that only 10 of 32 Dis- 
tricts reached that average. 

In 1954 the average per-communi- 


cant contribution for Synod’s world- . 


wide work was $5.25; in 1955, $5.86, 
an increase of five cents a month. An 
increase of ten cents a month would 
have balanced the synodical budget. 

The Department recommends that 
all congregations be urged to set aside 
at least one third of their budgets for 
District and Synod.

Miscellaneous Matters 
Social Welfare 


The Board of Social Welfare pro- 
poses that congregations grant ade- 
quate support to charitable agencies 
within the church, that Synod’s sem- 
inaries seek to establish accredited 
training centers in Lutheran hospitals 
for the training of institutional chap- 
lains, that the Board of Directors be 
empowered to establish a service to 
immigrants, and that parishes and 
Districts set up welfare committees. 


Racial Desegregation 


Several memorials petition Synod 
to adopt a policy regarding racial 
integration as it concerns the church: 
That all congregations of Synod shall 
include in their missionary outreach 
all persons within their geographic 
area, without discrimination based on 
racial or ethnic grouping; that no new 
congregation be established with the 
aid of synodical funds if it purposes 
to serve only one racial or ethnic 
group on a segregated basis; and that 
District Mission Boards be encour- 
aged to subsidize congregations which 
serve changing communities. 

In other memorials the Synodical 
Conference is urged to consider clos- 
ing the theological department of Im- 
manuel Lutheran College at Greens- 
boro, N.C., and enrolling in Synod’s 
two seminaries all Negro students who 
desire to prepare for the ministry. 

The Missionary Board of the Syn- 
odical Conference reports that “to be 
in a position to place Negro workers 
into Negro communities of the South, 
it is necessary that we concentrate 
on our two colleges at Selma, Ala., 
and Greensboro, N. C.” 


Full-Time Rural Life Director 


A memorial recommends that Syn- 
od’s Board of Directors appoint a full- 
time Director of Synod’s Rural Life 
program. 


“Lutheran Witness’’ 


Synod is asked to “take under ad- 
visement the sending of its official 
paper, the LuTHERAN WITNESS, to 
every address on the membership 
rolls of our congregations.” 


Fund-Raising Service 


Synod is requested to consider the 
setting up of a synodical Fund-Rais- 
ing Service which would aid congre- 
gations in their projects. 


1959 Convention Invitations 


The 1959 convention of Synod is 
invited (1) to San Francisco, Calif., 
where in 1860 Synod began its work 
on the West Coast, and (2) to Cleve- 
land — for 1959 or 1962. 


YOUR SYNOD 


_ THE PRESIDENT 


Within less than two weeks several 
committees will be very busy preparing 
resolutions for our synodical conven- 
tion. At 10 A. M. Wednesday, June 20, 
delegates will assemble at the St. Paul 
Auditorium for the opening service. 
Vice-President Arnold H. Grumm, 
D. D., will deliver the sermon. 

These services are always most 
impressive, uplifting, inspiring. The 
excellent music furnished by organists 
and choirs, the wonderful and whole- 
hearted singing by the entire assembly, 
and the truly great Scriptural sermons 
and the fervent and appropriate prayers 
make these services an experience long 
to be remembered. Thus the conven- 
tion begins its important sessions in 
proper, God-pleasing manner. 

In former issues of the WITNESS 
your attention was directed to some of 
the very important issues which the 
convention will face. A book of Re- 
ports and Memorials of nearly 600 
pages is in the hands of every pastor, 
professor, teacher of Synod, and, of 
course, every delegate to the conven- 
tion. All delegates, whether pastors, 
teachers, or laymen, should acquaint 
themselves with the business which will 
come before the convention. 


Additional Important Issues 


Some changes in our synodical By- 
Laws are being proposed. Permit me 
to mention a few of them: 

Revision of Synod’s Election Pro- 
cedures. 

A change in the rules of elections 
also of the President and Vice-Presi- 
dents of Synod is proposed. 

A memorial requests that the office 
of Secretary of Synod be made a full- 
’ time office. 

The Department of Social Welfare 
requests some changes. 

There are requests that all congre- 
gations in Georgia be assigned to the 
Florida-Georgia District. 

Several memorials propose that the 
Pension Funds be made available for 
Church Extension purposes. 

There is a request that Synod should 
elect also a teacher on Boards of Con- 
trol of those colleges where teachers 
are being trained. 

A very important change is one 
reported by a special committee con- 
cerning the communing of lodge mem- 
bers. 


Doctrinal Issues Highly Important 


Reports and Memorials contains 
about 100 pages which deal with Inter- 
synodical and Doctrinal Matters. (This 
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includes the reprint of the Common 
Confession, Parts I and II, the report of 
the committee appointed by the Praesid- 
ium to study the question of member- 
ship in the Lutheran World Federation, 
and the report of the committee on 
woman suffrage in the church.) 

Undoubtedly the doctrinal issues are 
of great importance. Our delegates 
must all pray God to guide them to 
speak and vote aright that our Synod 
remain faithful and loyal to God’s holy 
Word. Then, too, the charges brought 
against our Synod by the Hon. Wis- 
consin Synod in a special communica- 
tion addressed to our Synod, and the 
action to suspend relations taken by the 
Hon. Norwegian Synod on June 24, 
1955, and reported to our Synod must 
be given thorough consideration. May 
God graciously lead us to resolutions 
pleasing to Him. May He preserve our 
Synodical Conference! 


An Appraisal of ‘Missouri’ 


An appraisal of our beloved Synod 
dating back to 1922, when we were 
celebrating our 75th anniversary, will 
furnish much food for thought. It may 
help us to see ourselves aright and to 
realize all the better how we can best 
serve the purpose which God wants us 
to serve. The appraisal comes from the 
pen of a great theologian of the former 
Ohio Synod, the sainted Dr. R. C. H. 
Lenski. He said in part: 

“If there ever was a strictly con- 
servative body, it surely is the Missouri 
Synod. Nevertheless, this growth! Here 
is a historical fact that refutes all talk 
trying to persuade us that we must be 
liberal, accommodate ourselves to the 
spirit of the time, etc., in order to win 
men and grow externally. The very 
opposite is seen in the Missouri Synod. 
Missouri has at all times been unyield- 
ing; it is so still. In this body the 
Scriptures and the Confessions have 
been, and still are, valued to their full 
import. There was no disposition to 
surrender any part of them. With this 
asset Missouri has been working in free 
America, abounding in sects and reli- 
gious confusion, and now exhibits its 
enormous achievements. It is a mark 
of the pastors and leaders of the Mis- 
souri Synod that they never, aye, never, 
tire of discussing doctrine on the basis 
of Scripture and the Confessions. That 
is one trait that may be called the spirit 
of Missouri. 

“People who thus cling to doctrine 
and contend for its purity are of an 
entirely different nature from the super- 
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ficial unionists who in the critical m 
ment will declare five to be an eve 
number. God will bless all who valuf 
His Word so highly. Gratitude towar« 
God, who has granted this division | 
American Lutheranism so much glo 

ous blessing, and through Missouri haf] 
communicated this blessing also f 
other parts of the Lutheran Church 
will be the basic note of this festival 
celebration. May God keep Missouim 
and us and all Lutheran Christian 
faithful in the doctrine and confessio’ 
of His Word and grant us His blessin 
for our external growth and prosperity.

ee rst. JOHN 19:28 


Since not any one of the Gospels 

reports all seven words of Jesus 
spoken on the cross or indicates their 
sequence, we cannot be certain that 
the numbering we give them is abso- 
lutely correct. But this is a point of 
little importance. It is enough for us 
to know that these seven words were 
spoken by Him. We shall never be 
able to exhaust their blessed signi- 
ficance. 

When He gave utterance to what 
we call the fifth word, “I thirst,” the 
measure of suffering for Him was 
almost full, the end of the way of 
anguish and torment was in sight. 
John says: “After this Jesus, knowing 
that all things were now accomplished, 
that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
saith, I thirst.” Who of us can com- 
prehend the mystery confronting us in 
these two aspects of the Passion of 
our Lord: that He suffered indescrib- 
ably and that He at the same time is 
Master of His suffering, knowing that 
He is fulfilling the Scripture; that, on 
the one hand, He is forsaken by God 
and that, on the other, when He here 
speaks, He is aware of traveling the 
very road God has ordained for Him. 

But let us concentrate on this word 
“I thirst.” It most forcefully brings 
to our mind the physical torments 
that were afflicting the Redeemer. 
The horrible wounds caused a fever 
that raged through the whole body, 
the tongue and lips became parched, 
an unbearable thirst made every min- 
ute of existence a torture. 

All this He endures as our Sub- 
stitute. It reminds us how often we 
have been extravagant in eating and 
drinking, surfeiting ourselves in a 
manner which in hours of calm re- 
flection had to bring on a sense of 
shame. The picture of the Savior 
compels us to remember that fre- 
quently we have squandered our 
heavenly Father’s goods, that we have 
been unfaithful stewards of what He 
put into our possession. And now 
our Substitute in His unbearable thirst 
merely gets a few drops of vinegar, or 
sour wine. Does He, then, suffer the 
punishment deserved by drunkards, 
spendthrifts, narcotic addicts? He 
does indeed; but not only by them, 
but by every one of us for giving 
appetites and pleasures an inordinate 
place in our life. We kneel at His 
cross in penitent faith.

“They rejoiced with exceeding 
great joy.” MATTHEW 2:10 


his is the first occurrence in the 

New Testament of a word whose 
colors span the whole world of the 
Bible like a bright and varied rainbow, 
from the time when at the world’s 
dawn “the morning stars sang together 
and all the sons of God shouted for 
joy,” till the time when at the world’s 
evening and God’s dawn we shall hear 
the words of our returning Lord: 
“Enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.” 

Between those two extremes lies 
the fall of man and the dark history 
of our sin; between them lies also 
God’s triumphant countermarch in 
Christ Jesus against our sin. Rejoicing 
in this time between Adam’s fall and 
Christ’s return is therefore the act of 
keeping our eyes intent upon God’s 
great act of salvation, which He has 
done, is doing, and will do. It is not 
so much a matter of mood as of will. 
It is a matter of fixing the center of 
one’s life in the Redeemer God, with 
a resolute Amen to all His ways, as 
Jesus did when He “rejoiced in spirit” 
and thanked God for giving Him the 
simple as His own, with no regret for 
the wise and prudent, to whom “these 
things” (the glory of Jesus as the Son 
in whom God’s kingdom comes) were 
not revealed. Rejoicing is our earthly 
Amen to the joy of God and His 
angels over one repenting sinner. 

St. Paul, in whose letters the theme 
of joy and rejoicing is so constant and 
pronounced, rejoices resolutely: “I will 
rejoice.” He rejoices at the trium- 
phant progress of the good news of 
God’s redeeming victory, even where 
it is preached to spite him; he rejoices 
in the midst of suffering and shame; 
more, he rejoices because of the suf- 
fering in which the good news involves 
him. And he calls on us all to rejoice 
with him, to center our lives in God 
and His Christ and to speak his reso- 
lute and glad Amen to God. Joy is 
basic to the Christian life: “Rejoice 
evermore .. . for this is the will of 
God in Christ Jesus concerning you”; 
and what God wills for us, He gives 
us: “The fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace.” It is joy which marks the 
forward movement of our life in God 
also; it makes our march into the un- 
known future a vigorously buoyant 
and athletic progress which strides to 
the beat of a sure rhythm and a cer- 
tain song: we rejoice in hope.

“Rector’’ George Schick Dr. George V. Schick 


One hundred consecutive years of 
service in our Synod’s educational 
system is the unique record estab- 
lished by “Rector” George Schick 
and his grandson Dr. George V. 
Schick. The former was installed at 
Concordia College, St. Louis, Mo., on 
May 31, 1856, when the theological 
seminary and the Gymnasium were 
departments of the same school. In 
1861 “Rector” Schick moved to Fort 
Wayne with the college department 
and served there until June 1914, 
when he retired from active service. 
From July of the same year until 
August 1938 his grandson taught at 
the Fort Wayne school. From that 
date until the present he has been 
a member of the St. Louis Seminary 
faculty and, at 70, will go on modified 
service at the end of this school year. 

Rev. Paul E. Schuessler reports 
that four generations of his family 
studied Hebrew under two genera- 
tions of Schicks. The great-grand- 
father, Rev. August Schuessler, and 
the grandfather, Rev. Guido Schuess- 
ler, were instructed by the “Rector,” 
while the father, Rev. Luther A. 
Schuessler, and Rev. Paul E. Schuess- 
ler were taught by the younger 
Schick. 
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In a class of 22 adults confirmed at Our Savior’s Church, Chicago, all but two were gained through 


drive-in services conducted in 1955. 


Early services at a drive-in the- 
ater on Easter 1955 and during July 
and August were instrumental in 
bringing 20 adults to membership in 
Our Savior’s Church, Chicago, when 
a class of 22 was confirmed. 

“In most cases both husband and 
wife joined the church,” Rev. D. C. 
Hennig, pastor (first row, right), 
wrote the Witness. “Seven received 
the Sacrament of Holy Baptism. One 
left the Masons, one the Odd Fellows, 
one the Moose. All are now faithful 
in attendance and are active in the 
church. Several unchurched Lutheran 
families were also regained. 

“Names of prospects outside the 
congregation’s parochial lines were 
given to neighboring pastors for cul- 
tivation. A high school teacher 
joined the congregation east of us, 
and the pastor is now instructing her 
parents. A man and his wife are now 
attending the adult class of a congre- 
gation to the south. 

“These services also licked the 
summer slump in our congregation. 
Our Savior’s Church has resolved to 
conduct these services throughout 
September — besides July and Au- 
gust.” 


Synod’s three West Coast Districts 
have started 124 new congregations 
in the past five years. During the 
same period the church as a whole 
opened 546 missions. 

Leaders in the Southern Califor- 
nia, California and Nevada, and 
Northwest Districts told Secretary of 
Missions W. H. Hillmer that their 
Districts plan to open 37 additional 
stations next year, depending on the 
availability of Church Extension 
funds and manpower. Expansion on 
the West Coast is necessary if the 
church is to keep up with the popula- 
tion growth, Secretary Hillmer said. 


Dr. Lewis W. Spitz, Jr., received 
a $5,000 Guggenheim Foundation Fel- 
lowship to study early Latin and Ger- 
man material in Europe to aid him 
in writing a book on Renaissance his- 
tory to be called “The Philosophy of 
Christ.” With headquarters in Vienna, 
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he will study in Austria, Germany, 
Italy, and the Near East. Beginning 
in September he will take a leave of 
absence from the history department 
of the U. of Missouri, where he has 
been on the faculty since 1953. 

He previously studied at the U. of 
Vienna on a Fulbright Fellowship. 
A graduate of Concordia Seminary, 
Saint Louis (B. D.), and Harvard 
(Ph. D.), he is one of the editors of 
the 55-volume series of translations 
of Luther’s writings.

“The fruits from the ‘venture of 
faith’ have been made possible be- 
cause there is a Church Extension 
Fund,” Pastor Twenhafel stated.
